•  PROMENADE  AND  EVENING  TOILETS — READY¬ 
MADE  UNDERWEAR. 

Dark  rich  colors  are  th  ‘  vo&ue,  tmcli  as 
deep  prune,  navy  bine,  chestnut  brown,and 
black  ;  these  shades  are  tlie  rule  for  prome¬ 
nade  wear.;  For  evening  toilets,  very  pale 
^dyes  are  popular.  Much  labor  is  required 
to  make  up  an  elegant  toilet  Shirred  and 
gathered  flounces,  all  kinds  of  ruffles,  the 
nnique  side  plaiting®,  and  any  amount  of 
headed  lace  and  fringe,  go  to  decorate  a 
fashionable  dress. 

Perhaps  the  most  recherche  street  dress  is 
black  silk  ;  it  is’  certainly  a  becoming  and 
rich  toilet  for  dinner  wear.  Some  of  the 
imported  black  suits  are  literally  spriukltnl 
over  with  jets  of  all  sizes.  The  blue  steel 
beads,  when  first  introduced,  were  quite 
favorably  received,  but  their  theatrical 
character  has  somewhat  destroyed  their  pop¬ 
ularity.  Netted  aprons  of  silk  and  velvet, 
claliorately  adorned  with  jets  from  an  eh- 
g-iut  appendage  to  u  dinner  or  evening 
dress.  The  beaded  lace  jacket,  with  apron 
to  match,  is  another  nobby  toilet  accessory, 
and  may  be  worn,  with  good  taste  over  all 
shades  of  silk. 

A  maguiticeul  dinner  or  carriage  dress  is 
urrunged  in  Bonnet  black  silk  and  Lyon* 
velvet,  the  skirt  demi  train  with  a  flounce 
of  velvet,  the  top  in  fine  shirrs,  over  which 
are  placed  three  rows  of  plaited  ru flit's,  ex¬ 
tending  around  tbe  skirt  of  the  front 
breadth,  where  the  side  trimmings  ore  neat¬ 
ly  disposed.  The  entire  front  is  simply  a 
richly  In-aded,  netted  apron,  formed  of  vel¬ 
vet  and  lace ;  nt  the  buck  u  wide  plaited 
sash,  oearly  as  wide  and  quite  as  lengthy  as 
an  old  fashion  long  shawl.  This  geuerons- 
looking  sash  is  very  skilfully  managed,  aud 
forms  quite  an  important  feature  of  the 
toilet.  The  jacket  is  velvet,  the  sleeves  are 
made  of  *ilk.  and  the  whole  handsomely 
beaded  in  flowers  and  running  viues.  Au- 
other  fushioua  ble  black  silk  dress,  designed 
particnlarly  for  house  wear — the  skirt  full 
court  train,  the  back  part  trimmed  with  al¬ 
ternate  ruffles  of  velvet  and  silk,  five  inches 
wide  ;  those  exteud  up  on  the  skirt  nearly  ** 
yard.  The  side*  are  finished  in  velvet  and 
silk  puffs,  with  bauds  of  jet  between  the 
closings.  The  front  is  trimmed  with  diago¬ 
nal  bunds  of  velvet  ;  from  the  lower  edges 
falls  a  rich  jet  fringe  ;  a  snsh  of  double  silk, 
gracefully  draped  at  the  back,  and  brought 
around  to  the  side  under  the  basque,  the 
ends  beautifully  fringed. 

Feather  trimming  of  the  same  shade  as 
^tlie  dress  fabric  is  very  popular.  The  latest 
^novelty  in  this  kind  of  garnihtre  is  a  nich¬ 
ing  of  cocks’  feathers,  nicely  beaded  ;  it 
comes  quite  high,  $9  per  yard: 

A  very  attractive  promenade  dress  is 
made  of  prune-colored  silk  and  velvet  of 
tbe  same  shade ;  the  skirt  cut  medium 
walkiug  length,  and  trimmed  with  one  deep 
flounce  of  velvet,  shirred  at  the  top  ;  this  is 
surmounted  with  two  kuite-pluited  ruffles, 
each  headed  with  a  mohair  jetted  band.

The  fashionable  cloaks  aid  jackets  are 
made  of  various  materials  J  perhaps  the 
leading  fabric  among  theJo/i  ton  is  the  new 
matelasse  ;  these  garments  Aro  beautifully 
made  and  richly  trimmed — ©ltl^rs  or  fur. 
The  matehase  silk  polonaise  striped  with 
handsome  jet  p>issenenterie,  aud  the  edge 
finished  off  with  rich  fur,  is  doubtless  the 
most  becoming  and  elegant  independent 
garment  worn.  Tusaelled  fringe  is  very 
popular,  ant^especially  for  trimming  woolen 
dresses.

Evening  toilets  are  very  marked  ;  their 
character  is  quit*;  distinctive,  and  yet  ihey 
are  gotten  up  in  such  an  elaborate  manner 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  give  n  pen 
sketch  of  thenx-  The  amount  of  work  put 
on  a  stylish  evening  costume  is  wonderful 
to  contemplate.  Of  oourse,  sewing  machines 
do  much  to  facilitate  this  piling  on  of  gar¬ 
niture,  and  yet  the  time  employed  iu  muk- 
ing  an  evening  dress,  gotten  up  iu  the  most 
approved  manner ,  is  really  surprising. 
From  five  to  six  women  huve.been  em¬ 
ployed  nearly  a  we  k  iu  wakiug  only  the 
bodice*  of  an  elegant  evening  dress. 

The  composite  toilets  are  very  much  ud- 
mired  for  full  dress  ;  the  best  shades  to 
use  are  pale  pink  and  blue,  the  effect  is 
pleasaut,  aud  especially  by  gaslight.  A  very 
effective  eveuing  dress  is  made  of  white  silk,* 
the  court-train  trimmed  with  three  rows  of
